SILVER. 
The other great question is the silver ques- 


tion, Since the unholy crusade inau g- 
urated inthis country in 1873, in Germany 
and France, against silver money, other na- 
tions of Western Europe have feliowed in 
this mad pursuit of disearding silver and 
gravving for gold.

Arefiex action on England caused 
the Barron brothers to quake, and hard 
times in England, Germany, France 
and all Western 9 This de- 
monetigation Kept on. nd supended 
the free cotnage of 8 udia. The de- 
mands made for gold in European countries 
so depleted our Treasury of its gold that be- 
fore the inauguration of Mr. Cleveland Sec- 
retary Foster had prepared, printed and en- 
graved bonds to be sold to procure gold 
to replenish the gold reserve and to 
pay the expenditures of the Govern- 
ment. These bonds’ were not issued, how- 
ever, and on the inauguration of Mr. Cleve- 
land Mr. Carlisle was legea@? and beset 
by Wall street for an issue of bonds, which 
was refused. The panic was weil on when 
Mr. Cleveland was inaugurated, and when 
the f*ecretary, Carlisle, refus to issue 
bonds as demanded, the next demand was 
for the repeal of the Shermanact. All the 
lils of this country were attributed to the 
Sherman act. In order to secure the repeal 
of this act banks refused their loans to cus- 
tomers. The pressure of an object lesson was 
forced on the country to show the great 
Mis silver money was doing to our peo- 
pie. The consequence was that the 
Pecame alarmed, withdrew their money 
from the Danks, Danks falled and dustness 
distress was everywhere rampant. The peo- 
ple were deluded intothe idea that it was 
the Sherman law that was the sole digierDing 
element in our financial system; that it 
would not do to extend further use of silver.

Lt was given out and generally de- 
leved through the country that when this 
law was wiped from the statute books, that 
business everywhere would revive; that 
times would be Detter than they had been for 
years before; that money would de put into 
business enterprises. With these threats 
and promises, Congress was intimidated 
and persuaded to repeai this law 

THE SHERMAN Law. 


For my part, I was opposed to the repeal 
of the law; not that Il am in favor of a law to 
purchase silver bullion to be stored away as 
a commodity, forall the silver that we pur- 
chase should be cotned ag fast as ft ts pur- 
chased.

WILLING ro INAUGURATE ALL BEFORES 
DEMANDED BY THE MIKADO. 


The Influence of the Wing Family Threwn 
Aside and the Memarch’s Father B- 
stered to Favor end Power—China’s 
Waiting Policy im the War—Why She 
Withdrew Her Cruisers Frem the 
Open Sea. 


Yokouoma, Aug. 24.—Since the last dis- 
patch of news to America ciroumstances 
have occurred which throw much light on 
the long-disputed question as to which side 
in the war was favored by the King of Corea. 
The lower classes in country bave no 
opinions in political subjects. If tue middle 
class have any they are not allowed to ex- 
press them. Even the aristocracy have 
learned the necessity of keeping silence, if 
their views are opposed to the governing 
body. The only voice hitherto heard has 
been that of the Ministry,acorrupt body 
composed ot the Ming famuy and their de- 
pendents, who are completely under the 
control of Onina. It has deen to 
their interest to represent that the 
sovereign was heartily in accord with them, 
and until the last few weeks their assurances 
to this effect have been genefally accepted 
as true. The Queen, who isa blood relation 
of the Mings, is undoubtedly under the in- 
fluence of China, and as sheis understood to 
be greatly superior to her consort in intellect 
and force of character, her power to impress 
her ideas upon him has been easily credited. 

That the Mings acted really in the King’s 
name and with his sanction was not seris 
ously questioned up to the time when the 
Chinese diplomatic agent in Seoul deserted 
his post and left the court free from survelil- 
lapce. Then the Japanese envoy received 
a message from the King’s fath- 
er, suggesting that ff an interview 
could be arranged in the palace his son 
could be induced to recognize the justice and 
friendliness of Japan's intention without 
much difficalty. The King’s father, officially 
known as the Tal Won Kus, was at one time 
the regent ofthe country, Dut through the 
intrigues of the Mings be was deposed some 
tem years ago and condemned toa long cap- 
tivity. After his liberation he was forbidden 
to approach the court, but that de Kept a 
watchfuleye upon the course of events is 
proven by the accuracy of bis statement re- 
specting the sovereign. 

THE MING INFLUENCE SET ASIDE. 

The Japanese Envoy at once insisted upon 
meeting the monarch personally and under 
conditions that should enable him to speak 
nia mind without restraint. Being denied 
this privilege by reyal advisers, tie deter- 
mined to present himself with an armed es- 
cort and sent fora detachment from the 
Japanese forces outside the city.

The extraordinary promptness of the King 
in assenting to every proposition pat for- 
ward by the Japanese Envoy might have 
laid him open to the suspi seeking 
merely to coneiliate the newcomers and to 
avert thelr animosity by unconditional sub- 
mission but for the discovery of an action on 
his part entirely inconsistent with any secret 
sentiment of Ul will.

RATES OF DUTY COMPARED. 

For example the tmportations of 1894 have 
been used for comparison of the operation ef 
the McKinley Dill, the House li and the 
Howse bin as amended by the Senate, the 
now existing law, and it has been claimed by 
the defenders of the Senate amendments 
that they increase the rates of the House Diil 

B per cent—that is, from au average ad 
Valorem of 85.51 percent to an average ad 
valorem of 88.65 percent. This is ia all es- 
sential reepects a misicading summary ofijthe 
rates of the two biiie. 

1. Because an itemized examination of the 
Several schedules can alone inform us 
whether the respective rates are levied on 
articies which are the necessaries and com- 
forts of life to the masses or upon luxuries 
and afticies of voluntary consumption, as 
also whether they are upon the necessaries 
of labor, raw material. lor upon the Antishe d 
products. 

1. Because the rates of the House bill were 
in the main ad valorem duties, taxes accord- 
ing to the real value of the things imported; 
while the Senate bill restored many McKinley 
specific duties (Giminished, of course, in 
amount) which are taxes ievied dy the kind, 
weight, measure and the like. Such duties 
are often prohibitory and are meant to be 
probibitory upon the cheaper or even me- 
Mum grade of goods, and permit importa- 
tions of the highest grade only. But 
when caiculated on. the value of 
such high grade imports, in 
order to get an ad valorem rate for comper- 
ison, they show a very moderate or even low 
Guty. A tax by the yard on woolen man- 
efactures might ‘excidde ordinary cloths, 
Dut permis an importation of broadcioths, 

on them when reduced to an ad valorem 
rate by the Treasury arithmeticians, show a 
Very modest duty. 

. The basis of taxation is quite as import - 
ant, indeed, more worthy of examination, 
Sham the average rate. Of the gross lmpor- 
tation of 1898 the McKinley bill taxed $400,000,- 
000 worth at an average rate of 49.58 per cent, 
predecing a revenue Of $198 000,000, admitting 
alithe rest free. The House bill would have 
taxed only $861,000,000 worth, leaving all the 
Fest free, at an average rate of 95.51 per cent, 
producing in revenue nearly $125,000,000, or 
$78,000,000 less than the McKinley bill. The 
Senate dill would have taxed over $463 000, 000 
worth at an average rate of 88.68 per cent,
